HARD TIMES. CHARITY AND THE CHURCH ago in con- 

nection with 
some of the Community Chest work one of the leaders of 
that organization said that this year the Chest must remind 
people that a period of hard times is a period in which, 
while expenses must be cut down, the wrong place to begin 
cutting is in charitable and welfare contributions. That is 
absolutely sound. Our contributions to all the welfare work, 
preventive and relief, constitute a most important factor in 
enabling the community to tide over a period of depres- 
sion. We can not let the people who always suffer most suf- 
fer still more and do so with a clear Christian conscience. 
We must put in the very forefront of our budget the contri- 
butions of this kind. 

And in just the same way we must get a true perspective 
in relation to our gifts to the Church. We must remember 
that to cut down the Church’s work because times are hard 
means decreased salaries for clergy or Church workers turn- 
ed off without jobs. It means greatly added hardship. I 
know that many who read this are giving all and sometimes 
more than they can really afford but there are also many 
who are giving very small amounts in proportion to the in- 
come which God has given them. If I may use St. Paul’s 
phrase, “I beseech you by the mercies of Christ” to consider 
that hard times are rather a challenge to sacrifice more in 
helping these means of service to others than an excuse for 
decreasing our contributions. 3

HOSPITALS AND THE BALLOT coming election the vot-

such as our St. Luke’s and other hospitals of various churches 
and charitable organizations throughout the State. I do not 
need here to argue on the desirability of such a measure. It 
is quite apparent that these hospitals render a great public 
serivce and that to exempt them from taxation is only for 
the public generally to recognize the service which they 
render. But every voter who reads this will, I hope, remem- 
ber between now and election day to speak of this measure 
to others and on election day go to the polls and vote for it. 


Already in these col- 

LAMBETH CONFERENCE AGAIN umns I have written 

of the setting of the 

conference and of the opening service but I was not able 

before the September number appeared to reach the editor 

with any (full account of the substantial achievements which 

were made during the five weeks of hard work. Let me put 
down very briefly some of the things which were done. 

First of all it is perhaps wise to remind the readers of 

The Pacific Churchman that the Lambeth Conference is not a 


legislative body. It is composed of the bishops in active 
service throughout the Anglican Communion, They gather at 
invitation of the Archbishop of Canterbury and he, as pos- 
sessing in the Anglican Communion what is technically 
called a primacy of honor, presides over the sessions. But 
the action of the conference is only in the form of counsel 
or advice. Its resolutions depend for their effectiveness upon 
their own value to the Church and the moral power which is 
naturally inherent in so large a body of the Church leaders. 
The Episcopal Church in America or the Church in Canada 
or Australia or India is entirely independent of the See of 
Canterbury and responsible for any legislative action. 

So it follows that the conference must always deal with a 
few large essential matters, trying to point out principles 
and suggest directions. This year six great topics were dealt 
with—all of them coming in a general way under the head, 
“The Witness of the Church.” The first topic dealt with the 
doctrine of God and the conference tried to re-state in 
such a way as to be helpful to Church people through the 
world the Christian doctrine of God, in the light of modern 
science. The report is well worth reading and I hope that 
many members of the Diocese will read it. 

The second subject dealt with the “Church’s Witness in 
the World.” Under this head came considerations and reso- 
lutions dealing with war, race and the relation of the sexes. 
The resolution on war represented a decidedly advanced 
step. The conference went on record as believing that the 
Church should never give support in any war to a nation 
which, having signed the Kellogg pact, goes to war without 
exhausting every possible means of pacific settlement. In 
other words, the bishops of the Church call upon Christian 
people to mean business when it comes to international obli- 
gations outlawing war. 

The most talked of resolution was one which was included 
among others under the general heading of “Marriage and 
Sex.” The report and the resolutions which deal with these 
matters are well worth study, for the conference developed 
for the first time so far as I know since the Middle Ages 
on the part of any authoritative Christian body a Christian 
doctrine of the relation of the sexes, freed from those dis- 
torted and unreal elements which crept in through the 
ascetic ideals of the early and medieval Church. The much 
talked of resolution on so-called birth control was only a 
small part of a very fine piece of work. The conference rec- 
ognized that the sex instinct is of God, that the relation of 
the sexes in marriage is a high and true one quite inde- 
pendently of any children who may come through it. They 
recognized the wide prevalence of conditions under which 
it is wrong to bring children into the world and at the same 
time recognized that complete abstinence from marital rela- 
tion is in itself ordinarily a very unsound and undesirable 
thing from the point of view of properly balanced life. They 
said: 

“Nevertheless in those cases where there is such a clearly- 
felt moral obligation to limit or avoid parenthood, and where 
there is a morally sound reason for avoiding complete absti- 
nence, the conference agrees that other methods may be used 
provided this is done in the light of the same Christian prin- 
ciples. The conference records its strong condemnation of 
the use of any methods of conception-control from motives 
of selfishness, luxury or mere convenience.” 

It will be clear from this that newspaper headings which 
stated that the bishops advocate birth control are quite 
wrong. They did not advocate birth control but recognized 
that birth control under certain circumstances was not 
wrong.

That 
would mean that slowly but surely the Christians of the 
world are coming back to the ideal and indeed the realiza- 
tion of a Catholic Church, democratic and constitutional in 
its character. 

In the vision of such a future are, of course, included the 
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great Protestant communions with which we are in such 
close touch and sympathy. The conference looked toward 
the historic Episcopal churches on the one side; it looked 
to the Free Church and Protestant communions on the other. 
It was in that direction that the greatest progress was made. 
For a good many years now in South India the leaders of 
the Anglican Communion and those of the Wesleyan or 
Methodist missions and of the Presbyterian and Congrega- 
tional (which are now called the United Church) have been 
negotiating with the hope of an ultimate union of these sep- 
arated churches. For a year now the proposals which had 
been reached through long and prayerful conference have 
been before the world. These proposals have been referrd to 
the home churches in the case of the Wesleyans and others 
and to the Lambeth Conference for counsel and support. 
Before the Lambeth Conference met it was confidently stated 
that to support these South India proposals would mean a 
rupture in the Anglican Communion. After two weeks of the 
most careful work on the part of the committee a unanimous 
report was presented to the conference itself and by the 
conference adopted with unanimity. So enthusiastic was the 
response when the resolutions were finally adopted that the 
conference not only stood to be led in prayer by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury but joined in singing the Doxology. 
Far from splitting the Church, it would seem to me that this 
step has helped greatly in mutual understanding on the part 
of the very divided groups within the Church. 

- The substance of the South India proposals is that there 
shall be ultimately an episcopally ordained ministry; that 
for approximately thirty years or until all the ministers have 
been espicopally ordained those who have been Presby- 
terians, Methodists or others will be accepted in the Church 
on an equality as ministers of the Word and Sacraments. 
From these other churches bishops will be elected and con- 
secrated at the beginning of the union. There will be no 
liturgical uniformity imposed upon the congregations. There 
will be no attempt to change except by the gradual growth 
of mutual understanding the customs of any one of the 
groups but they will constitute one Church with one govern- 
ing body and in each Diocese one bishop. There are many 
details into which I can not go at the present time but the 
essential features of the scheme are suggested in what I have 
written. There will have to be much mutual accommoda- 
tion. There are many difficulties still to be so'ved but if the 
other churches give the same kind of approval as that given 
by the Lambeth Conference there is no doubt but that the 
scheme will be put in operation and we shall have for the 
first time a real plan in accordance with which episcopal 
and non-episcopal communions are finding a way into unity. 

Other resolutions dealt with the future of the Anglican 
Communion, the ministry of the Church and Youth but on 
none of these points was there any decision of any such im- 
portance as those to which I have already referred. 

I can not close without recording that which it seems to 
me was the most impressive personal experience that anyone 
attending the conference could have had. Over and over 
again it seemed as if it wou'd be impossible for the mem- 
bers of the conference to reach a common mind on the mat- 
ters that were before them but again and again, approaching 
the subjects with prayer and the constant seeking of God’s 
guidance, agreement or substantial agreement was reached 
on the most contraverted and difficult points. The conscious- 
ness of the presence of God was most vivid. One felt again 
and again that if ever a soul doubted the reality of God’s 
guidance and help in the affairs of men he would only need 
to be present and take part in such a gathering. Every 
bishop present must have gone home with his faith in God 
and in the future victory of Christ over the world deepened 


and strengthened in every way. —E. L. P.

An Interdiocesan Mission

The All Saints Day and Easter Monday Eucharistic 
services in the Chapel Beautiful at Cypress Lawn mark 
the practicalities of home duty in relation to the limitless 
character of spiritual responsibility. That attitude toward 
the fulfilment of Christian vocation is characteristic of a 
true missionary spirit as especially emphasized yearly in 
those particular memorial services. | 

The linking of California and North Carolina in a bond 
of neighborly consideration is a striking example of the 
missionary values in the maintenance of the Easter Mon- 
day and the All Saints Cypress Lawn services. 

A man well nigh four-score years in age, as an inmate 
of the Laguna Honda Home, became a faithful attendant 
on the Thursday morning chapel services. He had wan- 
dered from home and friends in North Carolina to Cali- 
fornia. Circumstances led to his residence in that San 
Francisco institution. Declining in health he was cared 
for in a department where he received specialized atten- 
tion. On an early day of this year he was found in a 
dying condition in the home infirmary and was immedi- 
ately given the Holy Communion and anointed. The next 
day he passed to the rest eternal. On that very day the 
writer received a telegram from the rector of one of the 
largest parishes in North Carolina in regard to the burial 
services, which duly followed. According to the rector’s 
advice there was nothing available for usual expenses. San 
Francisco’s generosity, however, is always meet for such 
an exigency, while the interment was made in the Church 
plot in Iona Churchyard, Cypress Lawn Cemetery. 

A letter of appreciation was received from the Bishop 
Coadjutor of North Carolina, in which he stated that he 
expressed thanks in behalf of certain members of the old 
man’s family, who are friends of his. 

The offerings taken at the two annual Cypress Lawn 
Chapel services are devoted toward the purchase price of 
the Church plot for free burials in exceptional cases. 

The following concluding expression of gratitude from 
one of the family—“Thanking you and the people who 
helped you in what you did and praying that God will 
bless you for your kindness to us”—makes a strong ap- 
peal for a generous use of these memorial services. 

At the forthcoming All Saints Day service on Saturday, 
November 1, at 11:00 a. m., the Bishop will be the preach- 
er and his Chaplain the celebrant.

St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, Loses 
Prominent Parishioners 


Sorrow upon sorrow has come to the parish of St. Mary’s- 
by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, in the passing of two prominent 
members of the congregation. Mrs. William S. McCaskey, 
widow of the late Major-General McCaskey, passed away on 
August 2 after a brief and painless illness, within a few 
weeks of her eighty-third birthday. The funeral took place 
August 4 and was held at the Post Chapel of the Presidio 
National Cemetery, San Francisco. Dean Gresham of Grace 
Cathedral, a friend of the family, conducted the service, as- 


sisted by Post Chaplain Rixey and the Rev. Albert E. Clay. . 


The Rt. Rev. Walter Mitchell, Bishop of Arizona, a friend of 
Col. Douglas McCaskey, was present and pronounced the 
benediction in the chapel and at the grave. 


Mrs. McCaskey was born and educated in Detroit, receiv- 
ing her early religious training at.the old parish Church of 
St. Paul. While her sister, Alice, joined the Sisterhood of St. 
Mary and lived to be one of the oldest members of that order, 
Mrs. McCaskey’s vocation was that of an army officer’s wife. 
She was the mother of three sons and two daughters—Hiram 
D. McCaskey, former prominent official in the United States 
Geological Survey, now of Central Point, Ore.; Col. Douglas 
McCaskey of Washington, D. C., now being retired from the 
army; Col. Garrison McCaskey, who passed away a few 
years ago; Charles I. McCaskey, prominent in the Treasury 
service, former treasurer-general of Persia and now serving 
in Monrovia, Liberia; Mrs. W. H. H. Chapman and Mrs. 
Eleanor Conklin, both of Pacific Grove. 


Many years of Mrs. McCaskey’s life were spent at military 
posts in the West, where she rendered valuable service in 
choir and Sunday School and other Church activties. On the 
retirement of Geenral McCaskey the family resided for a few 


-years at San Diego and Mrs. McCaskey at once became inter- 


ested in the work of the Woman’s Auxiliary and filled the 
office of president until her removal to Pacific Grove. St. 
Mary’s-by-the-Sea for twenty years has claimed her loyal ad- 
herence and support. In the parish she will be remembered 
for her majestic bearing, her Old World charm of manner, 
her unfailing courtesy to all, her calm and serene faith in 
God as revealed in His Son, Jesus Christ, and her reverence 
and love for the Church in which she had been trained from 
her earliest childhood. 

The words of the saintly poet-bishop, Arthur Cleveland 
Coxe, might well be hers: 


“IT love the Church, the mother Church, that o’er our life 
presides— 
The birth, the bridal and the grave and many an hour be- 
sides 
Be mine. through life to live in her and when the Lord shall 
call, 
To die in her, the spouse of Christ and mother of us all.” 


William Glascott Stubbs departed this life August 18 after 
a long illness, patiently and heroically borne. Mr. Stubbs was 
a native of England, the third son of Capt. Edward Stubbs of 
the Royal Navy. He came to the United States as a young 
man and resided in California for many years. The following 
tribute is taken from the local press: 


“Pacific Grove lost one of her best citizens this week in the 
death of W. G. Stubbs, city clerk. He was a conscientious 
and decidedly efficient city official, whose efforts in the line 
of his duties probably undermined his strength. He was a 
very active and zealous worker in one of our oldest and best- 
loved churches—an able man, a friendly man and a very 
likeable man. Above all, he had a golden sense of humor, 
an invaluable asset. His passing brings a great loss to the 
entire community.” 


It is great, and there is no other greatness, to make one 
nook of God’s creation more fruitful, better, more worthy of 
God; to make some human heart a little wiser, manlier, hap- 
pier—more blessed, less accursed.—Carlyle.

Sale of St. Stephen’s Church, San Francisco 


Changing neighborhoods, with old parish churches stand- 
ing shabby amidst alien population, are common problems 
in American urban life from Boston to San Francisco. Each 
parish presents its own problem, which must be solved in 
accordance with existing conditions. Old St. Stephen’s, 
built in 1879, was a much beloved church sacred to the 
memory of Edgar Lion, who started the mission in 1875 
as a young man of some twenty years. Until January, 1903, 
he was the rector, without any doubt giving his life for the 
parish. ‘ 


Throughout the life of the parish there has always been a 


' financial struggle and it is only at the cost of great personal 


sacrifice on the part of each of the four rectors that the 
church has continued in the same location. The great beauty 
of the interior, with its atmosphere of devotion and its 
sacred traditions, has always been an inspiration to continu- 
ance. Even as early as 1898, twenty-three years after he had 
started the parish, Edgar Lion felt the necessity of starting 
a new mission farther west. Of this he wrote in June, 1898: 
“The plan we have in mind is to obtain a site in that portion 
of the parish and eventually, no doubt, we will unite the 
church and the mission near to the Park Panhandle.” In the 
July Parish Record he wrote again: “And now let us re- 
member that the founding of this mission is the first step 
toward securing a site and building a permanent church in 
the westerly portion of the parish. The interest of the whole 
Church should, therefore, be fixed upon the work and we 
must confidently look forward to a day when in one large 
and substantial building, with rectory and parish building, 
we shall extend our influence beyond its present sphere, the 
parish and mission uniting in the same.” 

The little mission continued as a Sunday School under 
various lay readers of St. Stephen’s until the death of Edgar 
Lion in 1903, when it was taken over by St. Luke’s, in a few 
years becoming All Saints Parish and taking the western half 
of St. Stephen’s Parish as its territory. Mr. Lion’s life was 
shortened by the strenuous efforts he made in raising money 
for building a new chancel and renovating the shabby 
church. “Though we are suffering somewhat from changes 
in the neighborhood, yet the shabby condition of the build- 
ing makes it imperative that we should have a new chancel, 
together with a carpet and heating plant. Nothing has been 
done on the church since 1881.” 

The second rector left after two years, much discouraged 
with the outlook. Under Cecil Marrack, a loyal and brilliant 
son of the parish, St. Stephen’s enjoyed its greatest measure 
of prosperity. The abnormal conditions following the fire of 
1906 made it a downtown church. From the burned out par- 
ishes people came in great numbers and the young rector 
was mistakenly encouraged in expecting too much. Before 
his tragic death in 1911 he saw in the process of readjust- 
ment a more sordid neighborhood than ever, with a steadily 
decreasing membership and income. On the last day of his 
life he expressed to a brother clergyman great discourage- 
ment. 

The present rector began work in the parish with no illu- 
sions of possibility of growth. Steadily the neighborhood has 
changed, each year becoming more largely Jewish, with the 
addition of other foreign groups. Aroused by the fact that 
the church was doing nothing west of Twin Peaks, the parish 
undertook the starting of what is now St. Francis Parish, 
with the purpose of moving the center to a point still farther 
west. So strong a parish consciousness developed in the 
new place that it was thought best to relinquish that work 
and concentrate entirely upon a proper disposal of the old 
building... All were most anxious that it should not be aban- 
doned and become a prey to vandals, as so often happens in 
such cases. For several years there seemed no opportunity 
to sell to any religious organization which was financially 
able to deal with the property. When the fine group of Rus- 
sians met the terms offered, the parishioners were most 
thankful. They are refugees of high standing from the late 
war who appreciate the building and are making it into an 
interesting type of Russian church architecture. 

One of the comforting facts that was recalled by an old 
friend of Edgar Lion is that he loved the Russian people 
and often on Sundays after his own service he would attend 
the Russian services. May the spirit of devotion that sur- 


rounds the old building fill the hearts of the new worshipers 


as they enjoy in their adopted land the possession of a house 


of prayer that satisfies their longings. It will be a satisfaction 
to see the old church once more filled with devoted wor- 
shippers as in the days of long ago. 

To the last day—September 7—the services have always 
been beautiful and inspiring. Visitors often expressed sur- 
prise that such inspiring services should be so poorly at- 
tended. A stranger from Southern California wrote on the 
back of her Communion slip at the last service: “I am most 
thankful to have had the privilege of attending this most 
beautiful and helpful service.” The teaching has been fresh 
and practical, the music inspiring, the altar spotless'y kept 
and the brass bright and shining. 

To the devoted organist for fifteen years, Mr. H. B. Pas- 
more, and the sweet singers whom he trained; the Altar So- 
ciety and all those who so bravely held up their heads dur- 
ing somewhat disheartening years, much gratitude is due. 
The fine scout troop, led by Mr. Clarke, is enjoying the hos- 
pitality of St. John’s Church. The rector and little congrega- 
tion are the guests of All Saints Church and in that friendly 
atmosphere are trying to do their part, in the meantime pray- 
ing for guidance that in these days of readjustment they may 
be led aright. 

The Bishop has assigned the Parkside district as the new 
parish of St. Stephen’s, where a new site is being procured 
end work will begin in the near future. 


Annual Clergy Conference 


The annual Clergy Conference was attended by practically 
all of the active clergy in the Diocese and was most profit- 
able and enjoyable. The conference began with the ce'ebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, the Bishop being celebrant 
and Dean Gresham assisting. 

The Bishop gave a vivid picture of the Lambeth Confer- 
ence, with thumb-nail sketches of the striking personalities 
among those who attended. He then interpreted the chief 
results of the conference in the report on the Christian doc- 
trine of opposition to war, the Christian doctrine pertaining 
to the family and sex, and Church unity, especially the South 
India plan. 

The Bishop spoke concerning the advantages supplied by 
the New Prayer Book for variation and adaptation in 
Church services. He defined the proper use of rubrics and 
extra prayers and services. We should avoid becoming 
static and also, while there is a place for valid experimenta- 
tion, we should avoid departing too much from the norm. 

The Bishop explained the terms concerning the use of the 
Bishop’s Bed in St. Luke’s Hospital. Patients must accep! 
the service of staff doctors. This is a rule of the American 
Hospital Association. 

Dean Gresham stated that Grace Cathedral had a bed in 
the Children’s Hosiptal and kindly offered its use to the 
clergy and their families, when not in use. 

The Rev. L. B. Thomas presented the program of the De- 
partment of Religious Education and asked for financial sup- 
port for the same. 

The Rev. Dr. Deems reported progress of plans of the 
Committee on Strategy. He stressed the need of parishes co- 
operating in the work. 

The Rev. J. P. Turner reported for the Committee on 
Placement of the Clergy. This report aroused animated dis- 
cussion and brought forth many diametrically opposite 
views. Some wanted to give bishops full authority to nomi- 
nate rectors. Others seriously warned against possible abuse 
of this authority, saying: “Monarchial bishops are passe.” 

The need of a national list of clergy was pointed oul, 
although its use in placing clergy would be limited. 

Opinion seemed to be unanimous that the life-tenure of a 
minister should be preserved. The Synod proposed a plan 
whereby parish rows could be settled by dismissing the min- 
ister without giving him another place. One of the clergy 
stated that the chief need is not to settle parish rows but for 
some machinery by which a clergyman could go to some 
other place where he could do better work. A member of the 
conference quoted Dr. Huntington to the effect that “The 
worst thing that can happen to a man is to think that he can 
do better work elsewhere.” Further discussion might have 
brought out the difference between a defeatist psychology 
and a strong sense of vocation, cach of which might result 
in a man believing he could do better work elsewhere—in 
the former case unjustified and in the latter case fully justi- 
fied. Many great religious leaders have decided that they 
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could do better work elsewhere, as Frederick W. Robertson 
did when he resigned from Christ Church, Cheltenham, and 
later became rector of Trinity Church, Brighton, where he 
contributed to the spiritual leadership of his whole genera- 
tion and the inspiration of generations of ministers of all 
denominations. We need more discussion of clergy place- 
ment from the point of view of vocational fitness. As an edi- 
torial in the last issue of The Churchman shows, there are 
man instances where a clergyman is fully justified in want- 
ing to make a change, when it states: “When a clergyman’s 
family finds itself faced with the problem of ill health, due 
to uncongenial climate, for example, where is it to turn for 
relief? Or a parson who is intelligent enough to know that 
he can do doubly efficient work in a different type of 
parish?” 

The need of modifying the absolute power of vestries to 
elect was voiced emphatically by several. The Bishop stated 
that the chief need was a canon compelling vestries to con- 
sult with the bishop before electing a rector. He also stated 
that it was the diocesan policy to give diocesan clergy first 
consideration before calling men from the outside. 


Dr. Powell stated that greater care should be taken in 
ordaining men. It is not fair to ordain a man and then tell 
him there is no job for him. 


Dean Gresham reported on the progress of the Cathedral 
building and plans for completing two additional bays. 


The Bishop closed with a word of deep gratitude for the 
fine spirit of fellowship among the clergy, for the spirit of 
freedom of speech and thought and loyalty in supporting the 
work of promoting the Kingdom of God. 

In the evening the clergy were the guests of the Laymen’s 
Round Table at a dinner at the Hotel Stewart. Mr. Theo 
Dredge was chairman and toastmaster, a role which he car- 
ried out with suavity and pointed wit. 

Special guests were welcomed, being Dean Auld of Hono- 
lulu, Rev. J. A. Swinson of the Virgin Islands and Father Bur- 
ton of Boston. 

The Archdeacon spoke on plans for the Field Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Victor J. Robertson read a most interesting paper on 
the Every Member Canvass, part of which will be found on 
this page. 

The Bishop closed with a strong message of spiritual guid- 
ance. He stated that while the Church has lost the compul- 
sion of former days it had a wonderful opportunity for real, 
spiritual leadership. 

On Thursday the Bishop gave a series of devotional talks 
on “The Doctrine of God” at the Quiet Day for the clergy. 
Many of the clergy attended and deeply appreciated the 
opportunity for meditation and spiritual unlift.

How the Every Member Canvass Helps 


Mr. Victor J. Robertson read a most stirring and instruc- 
tive paper on “The Every Member Canvass” at the dinner 
given at the Stewart Hotel by the Laymen’s Round Table, 
September 24, at which dinner the clergy of the Diocese 
were guests. His paper was greatly appreciated and many 
requests were made that it be printed in The Pacific Church- 


mn. The following extracts are taken from Mr. Robertson’s 
valuable paper: 


The Field Department is in no sense of the word other 
than an advisory body, ready to do what it can to promote 
the welfare of each unit in the Diocese. It is in that capacity 
and in no other that the Field Department seeks to function. 

The fact is obvious that more money is needed with 
which to do the work of the Master. What is the best means 
of obtaining it? 

The Field Department, after a thorough survey, much dis- 
cussion and conference, has no hesitation in strongly recom- 
mending the Every Member Canvass. It serves two purposes. 
It leads to acquaintance and to information. There are diffi- 
culties, of course. In the country there are distances and 
lack of general ability to make liberal response but that 
should not discourage the seeker. In the city we also have 
distances to overcome—horizontal,which delay; and perpen- 
dicular, which often delay and not infrequently defeat. The 
“cliff dwellers” in the city have an outlook that should 
broaden and inspire them but they do not know how to use 
it; the machine is ready to bear them away from unpleasant 
things. On that account we should, I believe, join with other 
denominations in a general community canvass for support 
of the church. 

There is no point of approach that takes the place of per- 
sonal contact. Organize for this work. Have your men’s 
club. It is a great institution; it develops interest and friend- 
ship; it makes men realize an obligation that would not 
otherwise be in evidence. Have group meetings. They, too, 
are importnt. Have a parish captain. 

No matter what the problem may be, have an Every Mem- 
ber Canvass. Visit personally; if that is impossible, write 
letters but in any event a preparatory letter or preferably a 
series of them, backed up by sermons, must in the end beat 
down the attitude of indifference—we might almost term it 
selfishness—that so often serves as a barrier between a Chris- 
tian and plain duty. These must be taught to give and, even 
better, to serve and in so doing to look beyond their own 
narrow, limited environment and to realize that when part 
of their money goes abroad it is sent on an errand of mercy 
and enlightenment. 

The Field Department does not pose as expert in these 
matters. An expert is described by some one as, “One 
who knows more and more about less and less.” But it 
gathers both material and experience which are at your 
service upon call and it seeks the fullest co-operation on 
your part to make the work count. When it urges that you 
make an Every Member Canvass in your parish or mission 
it strongly commends that because experience has shown 
it is the most certain and definite means of developing the 
potentialities—the man power—of your people... It enables 
you to plow deeply for certain results, rather than to scratch 
the surface, which is too often done with very indifferent 
results. It enables you to train and fit your people for full 
participation in the work of the Church, both parochial and 
diocesan. 

What we need in the work today is practicing Christians 
rather than provisional Christians. The latter take up too 
much time asking questions and detouring. What we need.in 
this work above all is purpose, publicity, persistence and in 
a good measure, perspiration. 

We must arouse and maintain interest. We must work to- 
gether constantly and understandingly and tolerantly for the 
advancement of this the greatest of all causes. 

To you, our welcome guests of the clergy, let us say that 
this is an age when real values are demanded. Today every- 
thing and every effort is measured by the yardstick of ma- 
terialism. The world is tiring of the lower material values 
and is learning that they count for little in the end. The 
world is crying out for something better. It is hungry for 
spiritual values above all else. It is to you, the captains and 
leaders, that we turn for spiritual inspiration and guidance.

Arthur John Child. celebrated the twentieth anniversary of 
his ordination on September 25. Many friends joined in wish- 
ing him hearty congratulations and best wishes for continued 
joy and service in the ministry of God’s Church. 


The dinner given by the lay members of the Field Depart- 
ment to the clergy of the Diocese on the evening of Wednes- 
day, September 24, was a great success. Some seventy were 
in attendance. Mr. Theo Dredge, vestryman of St. Paul's 
Church, Oakland, and vice-chairman of our diocesan Field 
Department, acted as toastmaster and presided in his usual 
happy and excellent way. The Archdeacon outlined plans for 
the Church’s Program and called attention to the literature 
that should go to every Church person in the Diocese. Mr. 
Williard Burr of Trinity, Hayward, reported on the recent 
lay conference and urged the clergy to co-operate in making 
this annual gathering of even greater help to the laymen of 
the Church. Mr. Victor Robertson of St. Mark’s Berkeley, 
gave a fine talk on the need of the Every Member Canvass. 
The Rev. Lloyd Thomas spoke on the needs of the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education. Our Bishop was the final 
speaker. He emphasized the need of greater faith and called 
attention to the wide scope of the Churchs work as was 
manifested in the recent Lambeth Conference of bishops of 
the Anglican communion. In addition to the presence of our 
diocesan clergy, three honored visitors were introduced. 
They were the Rev. Spence Burton, superior of the Society 
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of St. John the Evangelist; the Very Rev. William Ault, dean 
of St. Andrew’s Cathedral, Honolulu, and the Rev. J. A. 
Swinson of the Virgin Islands. 


It is always refreshing to visit the Church of the Good 
Samaritan, Twenty-fifth and Potrero avenue (H car), San 
Francisco. The Rev. J. P. Turner has been in charge since 
his ordination over thirty years ago. During this long term 
he has, in face of difficulties and obstacles that to many 
would have seemed insurmountable, quietly and courageous- 
ly labored for the building up of an increasingly influential 
work. As a result, today we have a beautiful church and an 
excellent community center work, ministering seven days a 
week to the people of the Mission district. Day after day 
witnesses large groups of young people of the neighborhood 
meeting for the various activities such as sewing classes, 
dramatics, dancing, gymnasium, reading, billiards, library 
and clothing bureau. The community center work is sup- 
ported by the San Francisco Community Chest. The church 
itself has a vested choir, a Church School of about 175 and 
a communicant list of 214. While nominally a mission, the 
Good Samaritan is practically self-supporting. The vicar’s 
son, Thomas, a student at the University of California, as- 
sists his father and does exceptionally well as a lay reader. 
The church publishes a monthly paper, entitled The Mitre. 
In the current issue the following helpful suggestions are 
made to the parishioners to show where their co-operation 
will help most: “First, privately and publicly pray for God’s 
blessing upon our work. Second, attend as frequently as pos- 
sible the public worship of the church, seeking as often as 
opportunity offers the Bread of Life in the Holy Communion. 
Third, contribute regularly to the support of your parish as 
well as to the support of the work of the whole Church. 
Fourth, co-operate in helping one or more of the organized 
activities of the church. Serve as a member of the vestry. 
an officer or teacher in the Church School, a member of the 
Ladies Guild or the Woman’s Auxiliary or in the work of the 
Young People’s Fellowship or the Girls’ Friendly Society. 
Help by singing in the choir or as a member of the Altar 
muild or the Servers Guild. Help in some of our community 
center activities, teaching in the sewing school or leading 
some group or in the library. Take up a definite piece of 
work and perform its duties regularly, faithfully and prayer- 
fully. If you are in doubt where you can serve best, con- 
sult the vicar of vour parish and he will help you decide. 
Let our slogan this year be, “Everyone on some job.” If 
everyone of our large family will find his or her job and do 
the duties of that job well the cumulative results will be 


enormous in the strengthening and extending of our common 
work. 


The attention of our Church people in San Francisco is 
called to the following need in the way of employment: Two 
colored communicants of St. Cyprian’s Mission desire house- 
work, chauffeuring or janitor work; have had experience 
desires either housework or chauffeuring; has had experience 
and are well recommended. A professional man. who has had 
to give up his professional work on account of poor health, 
would like some light office work. A bright high s¢hool stu- 
dent would like a few hours each day acting as chauffeur:

As a result, today we have a beautiful church and an 
excellent community center work, ministering seven days a 
week to the people of the Mission district. Day after day 
witnesses large groups of young people of the neighborhood 
meeting for the various activities such as sewing classes, 
dramatics, dancing, gymnasium, reading, billiards, library 
and clothing bureau. The community center work is sup- 
ported by the San Francisco Community Chest. The church 
itself has a vested choir, a Church School of. about 175 and 
a communicant list of 214. While nominally a mission, the 
Good Samaritan is practically self-supporting. The vicar’s 
son, Thomas, a student at the University of California, as- 
sists his father and does exceptionally well as a lay reader. 
The church publishes a monthly paper, entitled The Mitre. 
In the current issue the following helpful suggestions are 
made to the parishioners to show where their co-operation 
will help most: “First, privately and publicly pray for God’s 
blessing upon our work. Second, attend as frequently as pos- 
sible the public worship of the church, seeking as often as 
opportunity offers the Bread of Life in the Holy Communion. 
Third, contribute regularly to the support of your parish as 
well as to the support of the work of the whole Church. 
Fourth, co-operate in helping one or more of the organized 
activities of the church. Serve as a member of the vestry, 
an officer or teacher in the Church School, a member of the 
Ladies Guild or the Woman’s Auxiliary or in the work of the 
Young People’s Fellowship or the Girls’ Friendly Society. 
Help by singing in the choir or as a member of the Altar 
Guild or the Servers Guild. Help in some of our community 
center activities, teaching in the sewing school or leading 
some group or in the library. Take up a definite piece of 
work and perform its duties regularly, faithfully and prayer- 
fully. If you are in doubt where you can serve best, con- 
sult the vicar of vour parish and he will help you decide. 
Let our slogan this year be, “Everyone on some job.” If 
everyone of our large family will find his or her job and do 
the duties of that job well the cumulative results will be 


enormous in the strengthening and extending of our common 
work.

Province of the Pacific Notes 
By F. M. Leg, Treasurer 


With the return of so many of our bishops from the Lam- 
beth Conference we expect episcopal letters will flood the 
press and episcopal speeches will give us first-hand news 
of the work accomplished and our ears will be attuned to 
catch the“ British accent” which the close contact with their 
peers in “dear old Lunnon” will have inoculated our worthy 
prelates. 

An editorial. by Dr. Frederic Cook Morehouse in The Liv- 
ing Church of July 12, entitled “Utilizing the Province,” de- 
serves the widest publicity. Dr. Morehouse truly says: “In 
the matter of financial support the Province has been almost 
squeezed to death between the national program and the 
diocesan programs.” He recommends that the National Coun- 
cil recognize the provincial organizations as their partners 
and that the provinces be given a recognized place in the 
Church’s financial system; that the Church’s program (Na- 
tion Wide Campaign Fund) be divided into three parts—- 
among the Diocese, Province and National Council—it being 
understood that the Province’s share would be much the 
smallest. The justice of. such a proposition is’ obvious, as it 
would eliminate the competition in which the Province suf- 
fers by being obliged to compete with the combined appeals 
of the Diocese and National Council. 


* 


The return of Bishop Remington will be hailed with de- 
light by those members of the Province who see in contro! 
of the racial work in the Province by the Province a con- 
crete example of what can be more judiciously and sympa- 
thetically administered by the churchmen on the Pacific 
Coast than by the National Council officers in New York, 
who have little or no knowledge of the subject. With the 
completion of Bishop Remington’s survey of the Oriental 
population it is hoped that under Article IX of Canon 54, 
providing for such, a General Convention of 1931 to commit 
this work to the charge of the Province.

The Alaska Churchman issues its “Anvik number” and if 
one wants a thrill of heroic frontier work the admirable text 
and illustrations will prove the splendid efforts of our 
Church in the far North. : 

The Oregon Uuurchman and The Oregon Trail Churchman 
of Eastern Oregon both give excellent accounts of happen- 
ings in their parishes and missions.

Creation of Employment for San Franciscans 
By F. C. MacDona_p, President State Building Trades Council 
(Address given in Grace Cathedral, September 21) 


May I with due propriety first of all express the sin- 
cerest appreciation of the union and non-union unemployed 
workmen of the City and County of San Francisco to you 
for extending to us the exceptional courtesy of permitting 
us to address you on the subject of unemployment from the 
altar of your cathedral. I would indeed be derelict in my 
duty if I did not express also the keen appreciation of the 
workmen of San Francisco to Dean Gresham for the kindly 
interest that he has manifested and for his untiring efforts to 
create work for San Francisco’s deserving unemployed. 

The United States of America has been passing through a 
most trying period of national depression. You will recall 
that just at a time when America seemed to have reached the 
highest point in development and prosperity, at a time when 
its industries had developed to a point where they seemed to 
be supreme in the matter of quantity, quality and least cost 
in production and when America was acknowledged to be 
the richest and most prosperous nation in the world, there 
came a crisis that forced millions out of employment and 
compelled men, women and children to suffer from want 
and privation amidst the greatest abundance known in the 
history of this nation. 

There is no need or justification for the continuation of 
this condition. A kindly God has furnished an abundance 
for all. Last week I rode through the great peach-growing 
orchard district of Yuba and Sutter counties. There I saw 
hundreds of tons of luscious peaches lying on the ground, 
covering thousands of acres—lying there to waste and rot. 
Those peaches had been bought and paid for by the canners’ 
and packers’ association, subject to the understanding that 
the owners of the orchards would not allow anyone to re- 
move any of the fruit, which must lie and rot. In order to 
insure destruction of the fruit the canners and packers hired 
men to go forth armed with poles to beat the fruit off the 
trees, so it would fall to the ground and rot. 

In the Examiner yesterday there was a short editorial 
calling attention to the fact that the grape growers of Cali- 
fornia were arringing to destroy some 300,000 tons of grapes 
that would gladly have been eaten by hungry children in 
our land. These and other foods are being destroyed in order 
to limit the supply and force higher prices. 

It should be remembered that the United States Govern- 
ment is subsidizing the grape growers and has agreed to 
advance some $5,000,000 to them. We are thereby assisting in 
making possible the destruction of foods, while our citizens 
in all too many cases are hungry. 

It should be remembered also that the great State of Cali- 
fornia has been a party to the understandings that have made 
possible the destruction of these thousands of tons of 
peaches. In other words, you and I as citizens of this State 
and Nation are parties to the destruction of these foods at a 
time when men, women and children are hungry for them. 

These are only a small part of the waste and destruction 
that is going on. Have you ever stopped to consider that just 


as the fruit is being allowed to deteriorate, to waste and rot, 


so our fellow citizens—honest, law-abiding men and women, 
who are denied the right to work and who have been forced 
into continuous unemployment—also are being forced to 
deteriorate and to waste their lives? The right to work is the 
right to live. Under the arrangement of our Jaws and social 
order in the United States of America the right to work has 
become the right to life because by and through their em- 
ployment workmen are enabled to earn the money with 
which to sustain themselves and their families. Because of 
fear and lack of confidence among the people the right to 
work is being denied to our workmen and women. It is your 
duty and my duty to help correct this injustice. 

There is absolutely no need or justification for this con- 
dition. America is still the richest nation in the world but we 
have been seized with a fear, a lack of confidence. We lack 
confidence in ourselves, in our State, in our Nation and in 
our God. The one most essential thing that is needed here 
and now is faith and confidence. 

Conscious of the seriousnes of this situation the board of 
supervisors has authorized Mayor James Rolph, Jr., to ap- 
point a committee of 150 outstanding public-spirited citi- 
zens to carry on a campaign of creating work for the worthy 
unemployed men and women of San Francisco. The commit- 
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tee has made a survey and as a result of this investigation is 
convinced that useful, necessary, profitable employment can 
be furnished to thousands of our worthy unemployed with 
profit to the person giving the employment and certainly 
with great benefit to the workers. The committee believes 
that the best avenue and means of furnishing useful, neces- 
sary, profitable employment that can be made available im- 
mediately to the greatest number of our unemployed citi- 
zens lies in doing maintenance, repair and alteration work 
in homes and buildings of San Francisco. 


After careful consideration I am prepared to hazard the 
opinion that if all the work that should be done and that 
can be done to advantage and profit in the renovation, re- 
pair, alteration and modernization of the homes and build- 
ings in San Francisco were to be done, we can start with an 
army of 10,000 workmen tomorrow and furnish useful em- 
ployment for them for the period of a year. 


The seriousness of the situation is well portrayed by the 
fact that among a series of robberies that have occurred in 
the neighborhood in which I live was the robbery of a work- 
man’s house a short time ago. Among other things that were 
taken by the robbers were the soiled and worn clothing of 
the little children in that family. The man who robbed that 
house did so in desperation. There is no sale for soiled and 
worn children’s garments but there is every indication that 
a man was driven to robbery by want and took the clothing 
for his children. 


I ask: What would you do if, day after day, you went from 
employer to employer, vainly seeking employment—only to 
be turned away and to return empty-handed to your wife 
and children who were hungry? The pity of the whole situa- 
tion is that it is unnecessary and unjustifiable. 


It has been most gratifying to the men who have been 
struggling with this problem to have had the tireless, kindly 
help of Dean Gresham. He has given more of his time and 
service to the committee than any other clergyman. I make 
this statement not as a criticism of other clergymen but as a 
just tribute to a good man. 

The fact is that men and women of wealth have drawn 
tight their purse strings. Managers of great corporations are 
holding tight to the funds of those corporations and are re- 
fusing to spend any money unless they can see the same 
yield, the same large profits that were returned to them in 
their ventures in that flush period immediately following the 
World War. Fear has crept in even among the working peo- 
ple. Men who have steady employment, fearful of being laid 
off or losing their jobs, are not buying necessities that they 
and their families should have. 

We must do our part to overcome this fear, this lack of 
confidence. If each one will help we can do much, not only 
toward furnishing employement to every idle man and 
woman in San Francisco, but we can help also to restore 
faith and confidence in America, for if we are successful in 
San Francisco our example will be copied and emulated by 
other cities throughout America. 

In conclusion, I quote most appropriately a stanza from 


Edwin Markham’s “Gates of Paradise,” wherein he says: 


“We are all blind until we see 
: That in the human plan 
Nothing is worth the making if 
It does not make the man. 


“Why build these cities glorious, 
. If man unbuilded goes? 
In vain we build the world unless 
The builder also grows.”

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Religious Education 
A PLEA FOR A POLICY 
By Luoyp B. THomas, Vice-Chairman 


Constructive action follows deliberate planning. A real 
turning point in religious education in the Diocese is repre- 
sented by the day of conference described in the article 
following. It is significant of the awakening of a religious 
education consciousness which is going to map a policy to 
guide the activities of the coming year. The chairman of the 
department makes its appeal for a cordial support of this 
policy. 

The program for adolescent and junior religious educa- 
tion will always be confronted by the dilemma, pointed out 
by D. D. Zuver in the New York Churchman (September 13), 
of whether the Sunday School is an organization for instruc- 
tion or for worship. That is, it will be until the whole pro- 
gram of religious education is considered as a unit, as the 
the deliberate plan of the Church engaged in its teaching 
function. When this is determined as the policy of the 
Diocese then the dilemma disappears. Then it is seen that 
the whole of living is either secular or sacred. The Depart- 
ment of Religious Education has, I believe, made a begin- 
ning in this direction. The co-ordination of the work of the 
four commissions will further this policy by assistng all the 
teaching activities of the Diocese. 

The director of religious education will then be found to 
be the helper of every educational project among children, 
youth or adults. It is the policy of the department to offer 
the director as the technical adviser for all teaching forces, 
whether they be pre-school or adult missionary. As I see it, 
the director is not a traveling salesman in religious educa- 
tion, going about the Diocese to arouse an interest among 
clergy and laity for education or to stimulate the giving of 
money for education. There are more than six hundred 
teachers and group leaders in the Diocese who want to be 
told what to do and how to do it in the teaching task. They 
want critical analysis of what they are attempting to accom- 
plish and a valuation of results achieved. This the depart- 
ment is able to offer them through the director and the de- 
partment will welcome requests for this assistance.

“A great day for religious education in the Diocese of 
California” was the comment made by many members of 
the department after the meeting held on Monday, September 
30. The diocesan Department of Religious Education, under 
the able leadership of the Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas, vice-chair- 
man, spent a whole day in session at the Church of the 
Advent. 

The program of the day was started with a service of 
worship held in the church and led by Mr. Thomas. This was 
followed by a roll call and minutes of the last meeting. Fif- 
teen members of the department were present. It was good 
to have with us again Mrs. Clifton Kroll, after nearly a year’s 
absence from the Diocese; and the Archdeacon, a new mem- 
ber of the department, giving his e... iusiastic support to the 
program of religious education. To this meeting were in- 
vited not only the department members but also the members 
of each commission. The attendance for the day reached 
thirty in number. A report of the meeting of the executive 
committee was made by Mr. Thomas. The members of this 
committee are the Rev. Mr. Thomas, the Archdeacon and the 
Rev. Mr. Shires. 

The diocesan director then gave her annual report stating 
that her objectives for the past year were: To become ac- 
quainted with the Diocese, places and people and the inter- 
est and understanding of religious education, to promote an 
interest in and a means of teacher training, to promote the 
work of the committees of the department and to help the 
Young People’s Fellowship to analyze and remedy the state 
in which they find themselves. To accomplish these ends 
every possible invitation was accepted by her. She visited a 
different Church School each Sunday morning and on some 
occasions spoke to the congregations. She visited and ad- 
dressed forty groups—including young people, Girls’ 
Friendly, students, Altar Guild, Woman’s Auxiliary, parish 
guild and twenty teachers’ meetings. Training classes were 
conducted by the director in Richmond, Oakland, Alameda, 
St. Francis Wood, San Francisco and San Jose. Thirty teach- 
res of our Diocese received certificates for courses taken 


during the past year. Numerous committees and meetings 
were attended, amounting to some 65 in number and individ- 
ual conferences with rectors, superintendents and teachers 
amounted to 103. Her report was closed with an account of 
the St. Louis meeting of executives in religious education, the 
results of which can be found in the last issue of Findings 
and of the four summer conferences at which she taught. 
The department then heard a very carefully-prepared re- 
port on the Asilomar Summer School, made by the dean, the 
Rev. Penrose Hirst, and a report of the Asilomar committee, 
offering a resolution for the action of the department. 


The plan for reorganization was then offered. The work of 
the department has been divided among fourteen commit- 
tees. This is an unwieldy number to keep in action. The 
activities covered by these committees can well be covered 
by the four new commissions, using the word committee for 
the special things like the Asilomar school. The new com- 
missions, created in place of the fourteen committees are 


on work with children, work with young people, work with 


students and work with adults. The plan having been ap- 
proved by the executive committee was adopted by the de- 
partment. This action ended the morning session and the 
department adjourned for luncheon. 


During the first half of the afternoon session the four 
commssions met separately for an hour and a half. The 
department then re-assembled and the commissions brought 
in the following reports: 


~The commission on work with children recommends that 
the Ten Point Standard be made into a poster about 18 by 
24 inches to be mailed to and posted in every Church 
School in the Diocese and that an explanatory letter be sent 
along with this poster; that blanks for reports be mailed to 
each Church School the first of the year and that the awards 
be made at the annual diocesan Convention; that further 
publicity be carried on after Convention. The following rec- 
ommendations of this commission have to do with Christmas 
programs: That all members of the Department of Religious 
Education send to Miss Harvey all materials they have on 
programs and pageants for Christmas and other seasons of 
the Church year; such programs and pageants or copies of 
the same to be filed and made available to all schools of the 
Diocese and notices of such material be sent to all Church 
Schools; that the use of the Christmas creche be fostered in 
our Church Schools; information and prices may be obtained 
from the Church Book Shop. 


The commission on work with young people recommends 
that a list of questions be sent to every parish and mission 
of the Diocese, asking for information on work with young 
people. This is part of the plan to make a survey of the work 
now being done. Following the survey and a study of it, a 
suggested diocesan program for the young people will be 
offered. It was further recommended that every parish and 
mission use the Faith and Youth Program prepared by the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 

The commission on work with students recommended 4 
program of student work for every parish in the Diocese; a 
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HOUSE of the departed, a shrine 
of our own saints built in the midst 
of a city, adorned with golden frecoes, the walls 
recalling old stories of sanctity and heroism with 
words of comfort from the sacred scriptures, where 
the ashes of the dead are reverently laid away.””’

program of student work for every campus in the Diocese; a 
study of junior college work. It gives its hearty support to 
conferences presenting the challenge of work in the Church 
to students. 

The commission on work with adults recommends the fol- 
lowing: Fifty per cent of the teaching staff of each Church 
School taking some training; regular meetings of teachers 
and officers in each Church School; diocesan organization 
for Church School teachers; parish board of religious educa- 
tion; Church School on the budget of the parish; parish 
libraries; diocesan lending library; suggests as a slogan 
“Reading with a purpose.” 

These recommendations presented by the commissions 
and adopted by the department wil! be used as a basis for a 
diocesan program of religious education covering all phases 
of the work being done in this Diocese. The resolution pre- 
sented by the Asilomar committee was adopted with a few 
changes. 

Much of the success of the day was due to the warm hos- 
pitality received at the Church of the Advent and the thanks 
of the department go to the new rector, Father Viall.
